Import Trade Control — Open General Licen<}e No. XXXII 

No. 4/53. — ^In pursuance of the Notification of the Govern- 
rtnent of India in the late Department of Commerce No, 23-ITC/43, 
dated the 1st July 1943, as continued in force by the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947). the Central Govern- 
ment hereby gives general permission to all persons to import into 
India from all countries except (a) the United States of America 
and any territory under the suzerainty or sovereignty of the United 
‘States of America, Canada (including New Foundland) and other 
American Account Countries, consisting of the Philippine Islands, 
IBolivia, Columbia, Costa-Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Equador, 
‘Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Salvador, 
■Venezuela and Liberia and (b) Union of South Africa, any goods of 
:the description specified in the annexed Schedule. 

Trovided that, — 

(i) in the case of goods of the description specified in the 
Schedule such goods have not been manufactured or 
produced in any of the excepted territories mentioned 
above; 

'(li) such goods are shipped on throu^ consignment to India 
on or before the 30th September 1954, without any grace 
period whatsoever; and 

*(Ui) nothing in this licence shall affect the application to any 
goods of any prohibition or regulation affecting the 
import thereof in force at the time when such goods 
are imported.
